Officer Burgess returned lust evening 
from Youngstown, where they Inspect­ 
ed the garbage furnace in that city. 
They will make a report to the board 
of health, which will meet on Friday 
Of next week. 
The gentlemen will without 
doubt 
recommend to tho hoard to urge the 
city council to provide East Liverpool 
with a furnace such as *he 
one 
in 
Youngstown. 
After a thorough inspec­ 
tion of the plant they pronounced it 
a c omplete success. In fact, both were 
much surprised at what they saw. In 
speaking of the plant this morning 
Vir. Burgess said: 
“I have read about an i beard all 
Kinds of talk about garbage furnaces, 
hut the one at Youngstown certainly 
goes far ahead of anything of the kind 
in this part of the country 
Dr. Ogden 
and myself looked carefully into every 
detail of th<‘ plant and to say it is a 
model of perfection is expressing only 
what we truly believe." 
Mr. Burgess says the furnace is lo­ 
cated in an important s e c -iou of the 
< tty, but thol e are no complaints of 
any kiud made* against it. 
He* posi­ 
tively declares there* is not the least 
odor perceptible in the* vicinity ane! 
that the refuse of the* entire city is 
cremated as fast is it can be brought 
in. 
The furnace is confined to the use 
of garbage alone, however, ami night 
soil is barred. 
It was no* built for the 
eiisposition of night soil, and the* man 
in charge said that no furnace has 
ever been built that will cuccessfully 
burn it. 
The city owns the* plant and it is op 
crated by one man. who draws a salary 
of $65 per month. 
The garbage is col 
letted by a company which is granted 
the right to do so. and instead of he 
ring dumped from barrels, boxes, etc., 
into wagon*, it is collected in closed 
<*ans. 
When one can is taken onto 
rho wagon, another is left to be refill- 
cd. and hence. at no time is the city 
exposed to the* stench 
arising 
from 
the stuff. 
At tile furnace* it Is dumped 
/irorn the* cans into air tight vats and 
a p e n run into the fire. 
(’oui is used instead of gas and in 
one year’s time only three carloads of 
t h e fuel were used. 
The '-ort of build­ 
ing the* furnace was $12,300. 
The on- 
Iv revenue the city receives is from the 
ashet, which are sold for fertiliser. 
The citizens are privileged to haul 
I heir own offal to the plant but must 
keep it in closed cans. 
Th.' teamsters 
who regularly collect the tuff charge 
each customer 50 cents per month. The

o f next week. 
The gentlem en will without 
doubt 
recom m end to the board to urge the 
■city council to provide E ast Liverpool 
with a furnace such as *he 
one 
in 
Youngstown. 
After a thorough inspec­ 
tion of the plant they pronounced it 
a com plete success. In fact, both were 
much surprised at w hat they saw. In 
speaking of the plant this m orning 
Mr. Burgess said: 
"I have road about an i heard all 
Kinds of talk about garbage furnaces, 
b u t the one at Youngstown certainly 
goes far ahead of anything of the kind 
in this part of the country 
Dr. Ogden 
and myself looked carefully into every 
detail of tho plant and to say it is a 
model of perfection is expressing only 
what we truly believe." 
Mr. B urgess says the furnace is lo­ 
cated in an im portant sec* ion of the 
< ity, but th ere are no com plaints of 
any kind m ade against it. 
He posi­ 
tively declares th ere is not the least 
odor perceptible in the vicinity and 
th a t th e refuse of the entire city is 
crem ated as fast is it can be brought 
in. 
The furnace is confined to the use 
of garbage alone, however, and night 
soil is barred. 
It was no* built for the 
disposition of night soil, and the man 
in charge said th a t no furnace has 
ever been built th at will euceessfully 
burn it. 
The city ow ns the plant and it is op­ 
erated by one man, who draw s a salary 
of $65 per month, 
't he garbage is col­ 
lected by a com pany which is granted 
th e right to do so. and instead of be­ 
king dumped from barrels, boxes, etc., 
Into wagons, it is collected in closed 
cans. 
W hen one can is taken onto 
rho wagon, another is left to be refill­ 
ed. and hence, at no time is the city 
exposed to the stench 
arising 
from 
th e stuff. 
At the furnace it is dumped 
/^rom the cans into air tight vats and 
V i a n run into the fire. 
' 
Coal is used instead of gas and in 
o n e y ear’s tim e only three carloads of 
th e fuel were used. 
The cost of build­ 
ing the furnace was $12,300. 
The on­ 
ly revenue the city receives is from the 
ashes, which are sold for fertilizer. 
T he citizens arc privileged to haul 
th e ir own offal to the plant but m ust 
keep it in closed cans. 
Th.' team sters 
who regularly collect the stuff charge 
•each custom er 50 cents per month. The 
furnace is considerably 
larger 
than 
the one formerly in use in 
East Liv­ 
erpool, but it has at no tim e been test- 
• 3d to its full capacity. 
The cost of the furnace will doubt­ 
less cause the council of this city to 
♦lo considerable figuring before they 
deckle to purchase one like it. 
The 
claim is m ade by th e owners of the 
plant recently abolished that if night 
soil is not dumped there the garbage 
can be easily burned. 
It i-- also claim­ 
ed th a t the stench will thus be oblit­ 
erated.

m akes the sam e claim, and it is the 
opinion of m any citizens that before 
going

and mortar, or stone and mortar, or 
of iron, backed by brick or stone aud 
mortar, witn lateral walls extending 
at least ten inches above 
the 
roof, 
and the root thereof be covered with 
fire proof material, unless such person 
or persons shall first obtain the con­ 
sent of the council. 
Permits for tile 
erection, or material 
alteration, 
of 
wooden buildings, withiu said 
terri­ 
tory shall oe granted where, In the 
opinion of the council, it would not 
lit* detrimental to the adjacent or con i 
tiguous property owner*, and which 
penults must be in writing and sign- j 
•si by tho clerk.'' 
Tills is a cumbrous 
and inconvenient sort of a regulation 
but it might 
be better than none at 
all, were It enforced. 
Hut how is It 
enforced? 
How many of the hundreds 
ot property owners who have erected 
buildings this season have taken out 
building permits? 
Probably not one 
in a doxen. 
Yet the ordinance sped-; 
ties that a complete record of all build-1 
ing operations shall be kept and fur j 
nighed to the assessors for their use 
and 
convenience. 
Building permits 
are a wise and excellent requirement. 
but there ought to be some easier 
method of securing them than by ap 
plication to council, 
lf property own­ 
ers had to wait for that body to act 
upon every structure erected, It Is to 
be feared that the up building of the 
city would be seriously hampered and 
delaying 
The fact Is that there Is 
no just and sensible regulation on the 
subject that meets the city’s needs, 
and that there is not the least effort 
made to enforce the feeble and futile 
ordinance quoted.

outer walls* thereof be made of brick 
and mortar, or stone and mortar, or 
of iron, backed by brick or stone and 
mortar, witn lateral walls extending 
a t least ten inches above

roof, 
and th© roof thereof be covered with 
tire-proof material, unless such person 
or persons shall first obtain the con­ 
cent of the council. 
Permits for the 
erection, or material 
alteration, 
of 
wooden buildings, within said

tory shall ue granted where, in the 
opinion of the council, it would not 
be detrimental to the adjacent or eon 
tiguous property owners, and which 
permits must be in writing and sign- 
<k1 by tho clerk.” This is a cumbrous 
and inconvenient sort of a regulation, 
but it might be better than none at 
ail, were it enforced.
